HOW PEOPLE SHOULD HEAR THE GOSPEL. 

“ You will readily grant with me, that if the peo- 
ple do not hear in a proper spirit, the most eminent 
and faithful ministers may preach in vain- Let it 
ever be remembered that the great Bishop of souls, 
the Lord Jesus, who had every ministerial qualifica- 
tion in absolute perfection, preached the everlasting 
gospel to many who were not profited by it; and that 
he departed from a certain place in which he could 
not de many mighty works, because of the people’s un- 
belief, Mat. xiii. 58. In this case it is manifest, that 
the fault could not be in the Preachers but in the 
hearers only. The grand business, therefore of the 
people is, to inquire in the most serious manner, how 
they are to hear, so as to be saved. } 

1. Endeavorto get your minds deeply impressed | 
with the yalue of the ministry of God’s word. One of 
the most terrible judgments that God ever inflicted on 
the unfaithful Jews was, hiding their Preachers in a 
corner, and producing a famine of the bread of life. 
See Amos viii. 11, 12, 13. ' 

2. If possible, get a few minutes for private prayer 
before you go to the house of God, that you may sup- 
plicate His throne for a blessing on your soul, and on 
the congregation. F 

3. When you get to the church or chapel, consider 
it as the house of God, the dwelling place of the Most 
High : that He is there to bless His people, and that 
you cannot please Him better than by being willing to 
receive the abundant mercies which He is ready to} 
communicate. 

4. Mingle all your hearing with praver.—When the 
Preacher mentions any of the threatenings of God's law, 
beg the Lord to avert them; when he mentions the 
promises, pray God instantly to fulfil them. When 
she describes what a Christian should be, determine to 
set out afresh ; and let your heart immediately purpose, 
in the strength of God, to give up every evil way, and 
to follow Jesus. 

5. Hear with faith, Receive the Scriptures as the 
words of God : and remember that you are not come to 
reason about them, but tocredit them. God speaks, 
and His own authority gives absolute credibility to all 
that He says. Whatever He promises He isable and 
willing to perform: and if the blessing promised be 
requisite {0 you now ; why, now, this moment is the 
time in which God is ready to give it—here, nothing 
can hinder, nothing injure you, but your unbelief. 

6. Receive the Preacher as the ambassador of God, 
sent particularly to you with a message of salvation— 
Listen attentively to every part of the sermon—there 
is a portion for you somewhere in it; bear a//, and you 
we sure to discern what bélougs to yourself.”

€lovle, Wesleyan Missionary id India. 


Novemser 21st, 1825. 

After making the arrangements necessary for my 
proposed journey of ten or twelve days, | left the 
Mission-House with the prayers of my Brethren for 
the divine blessing and direction. I proceeded im- 
‘mediately to St. Thomas’s Mount, to give directions 
about the repairs of ou. School and preachiog-reom 
there, which has suffered considerable damage from 
the tate heavy rains; from? thence I went to Poona- 
mallee, where I found the co tion assembling in 
the court-yard of the house of one of the pensioners. 
It was a clear and beautiful evening; the air was so 
calm as to allow us to hang lamps in the trees, which 
formed extensive and convenient chandeliers; the 
chairs and benches brought from various quarters 
were soon filled: I took my station -in the virandah, 
raised two or three steps from the ground, and preach- 
ed with great satisfastion to a people among whom re- 
ligion is making almost daily advances. Here also 
we may have much need of a place of worship: the 
Prayer-meetings held almost daily are so numerously 
attended, that none of our own Society have a house 
large enough to accommodate them; but when a Mis- 
sionary visits them, we are obliged to assemble in the 
open air. Seven persons have been admitted on trial 
since our last visit: one of them a young man lately 
from Ireland, who has been obliged te leave his home 
and his all, in consequence of becoming a Protestaut. 
Nov. 29th.—About noon we arrived at Keelcheri, a 
village (between Wallajahbad and Tripasoor) ingabit- 
ed chiefly by Teloogoo Roman Catholits : it is the re- 
sidence also of a Romish Priest, Padre Austrey. ~ 
ato at his house, and he came out to wel- 
on. me . a appearance is venerable, for he is a fine 
hale map, seventy-eight years ofage. He spoke with 
considerable ease and fluency, and gave me a long 
history of himself. He came to this country in 1788, 
and has ever since been among the natives. He said 
- be had baptized many families of Natives, and told me 
what anne? of knowledge and what profession he re- 

quired from them previous to admission to baptism. : 
saked him if he knew the Abbe Dubois ; when hesaid 
he knew him well,as they were colleagues many years. 
I asked him if he had heard of the work he late-

Jarrxa.—Extract of a Letter from Mr. Roberts, 
dated Jan. 11, 1826. 


From a review of the past quarter we may truly 
say, “Hitherto hath the Lord helped us.” Through 
indisposition 1 have found it difficult to attend to the 
duties of my station; but the arrival of Mr. Hunter, 
and an increased degree of strength, have. enabled 
me to go forward. In the beginning of the quarter, 
we had a pleasing instance of the propriety of being 
instant in season and out of season, in the conversion 
of a Roman Catholic woman: she fearing to come into 
the house where we had preaching, stood at the out- 
side, but the word reached her heart ; and she was at 
length made the subject of renewing grace, The 
Lord had mercy upon her, and blessed her with con- 
fidence and peace through believing on Jesus : shortly 
after she was taken ill and died, witnessing to those 
around her, that death as to her had no sting, and 
that the grave had no victory. 

The Lord has visited our Society with afflictions, 
and taken three of our membersto himself. The first, 
a respectable Tamul woman, called Justina, who was 
carried off by the cholera morbus in the short space 
of twelve hours; this modest unassuming woman was 
seldom absent from her Class, and she gave-full satis- 
faction as to her devotedness toGod. During the pro 
gress of the disease she frequently spoke of her Sa- 
viour, and told her friends not to trouble themselves. 
At one time she said, ** Why do you trouble your- 
selves? My Jesus has come here; I am goiag to 
him.” She almost immediately expired, and I doubt 
not has joined many of her sisters from the West, the 
North, and the South, and is now sitting with them 
in the kingdom of heaven. Blessed and heart-cheer- 
ing consideration, we have not labored in vain ! 

The second, Katherina Livertsz, was also very re- 
gular at her Class, and spoke with great simplicity of 
the comforts of religion. She died of the same disease 
as Justina. When Katherina’s Leader went to visit 
her during her illness, she said Meu Jesus teda forca 
par mi: ‘**My Jesus gives me strength.” She has 
left a widowed mother, and a sister, who are both 
members of our Society. 

The third, George Garvin, of the Royal Artillery. 
He had been for a long time more or less indisposed, 
and about a year ago became seriously concerned for 
his soul. Garvin continued a long time in a very 
gloomy state, and about two months ago the Lard had 
mercy upon him. When I catted upon him I found 
vim very happy: he seemed to feel pleasure in noth- 
ing so much as talking about Jesus. Two days be- 
‘fore his death he rejoiced exceedingly, and seemed 
** quite on the verge of heaven.” ; 

The Schools (with the exception of the girls) havey 
been greatly thinned by the prevalence of cholera; 
but the disease having abated, it is hoped they will 
soon rise again.

ABOMINABLE TRANSACTIONS AT THE SANDWICH 
ISLANDS. 


Extract of a Letter from Mrs. Bingham, to a lady in 
Springfield—published in the Hampden Journal, da- 
ted Oahu, Sandw:ch Islands, March 1, 1826. 

‘* As the present season for the return of foreign 
shipping drew near, the tabu, or prohibition forbid- 
ding lewd women visiting the ships was renewed— 
some who persisted in ‘violating the tabu were taken 
into custody, and either sent inland under keepers, 
or more closely confined nearer the chiefs. Contrast- 
ing this state of things with what was, but a little 
while since, so universally patronized, it was thought 
much was gained, and that this iniquity also bad re- 
ceived a serious check. 

Just at this time, the schooner Dolphin, Capt. P. a 
government vessel, arrived from the eaolightened and 
happy land of America. Many days had not passed 
before some of the late measures were most publicly 
and loudly denounced—the rescinding of the tabu was 
urged and demanded—threat succeeded threat—bit- 
ter railings were heaped upon the Mission and the na- 
tion. But no serious disturbance was apprehended— 
the name of America was rded by the rulers; and 
her sons, surely, could nof sit down and deliberately 
calculate to find in her a foe. 

But, my dear friends, a gross insult was at hand for 
the nation, and trials for the little band of sojourners 
among them. 

On Sabbath last, at the hour for the public services 
of the afternoon, a company of seamen from the Dol- 

hia, accompanied by one or two others from amo 

the whale tine emicted the enclosure of the royal a 
tablishment, where also the congregation of this vil- 
lage, consisting of nearly three thousand, regularly as- 
semble, and four of them, ascending a flight of stairs, 
leading into an upper veranda of Karaimoku’s new 
stone house, rudely entered the large hall where a 
considerable number of the most distinguished person- 
ages were attending on the sick and languishing couch 
of their venerated chief. They were ordered out, but 
peremptorily refused; and forming themselves into a 
line, each with a club in his hand, demanded the ac- 
customed means of licentious indalgence, threatening 
in case of a refusal, to demolish the houses. Soon they: 
began breaking in the windows along the side of the 
gallery.. Mr. Bingham was in the hall when they en- 
tered, consulting with the chiefs ag to the most suita- 
ble place to address the congregation, then assem- 
bling; as the afternoon was too rainy to mect them as 
usual in the open agr. ‘ 

You may be surprised that all this was suffered, 
when there was the authority of the chiefs and the 
strength of the people so near athand. It cannot be 
accounted for, but by considering their very great un- 
willingness to have any controversy with foreigners, 
and their over scrupulous fears of being accounted ag- 
gressors. How much the recent threats, that the 
sghooner, though small, was mighty, &c. might have 
operated, at that mament, oa their minds, we cannot 
say.
